REGULATIONS. 

1. The houi * of Suudy shall be from 7 to 8, and from 9 to 12 o’clock 
A. M., and from 2 to 4, audfrom 7 to 9£ P. M., during which time the 
students are required to be in their rooms, and also on Saturday and 
Sabbath evening , unless excused by the President. 

2. Students a .e required to attend church regularly on the Sab¬ 
bath, at such place as pareuts or guardians may direct. No unneces¬ 
sary noise will bj allowed, neither shall students collect at each other’s 
rooms, roam in the fields or frequent the city that day. 

3 Studeuts shall not visit hotels, groceries, circuses or theaters, 
for the purpose of pleasure or entertainment. 

4 in no case will the fo'lowing things be allowed, viz : Profanity, 
obscene language, use of iutoxical lug drinks, playing at games of 
chance or sk’H, use of lobocco iu any form about the College building, 
wearir j firearms or other weapons, clamorous noise, or any conduct 
incor£'r>tent with good order and decorum. 

5. All cuttirg or marking the seats, furniture, walls or any part of 
the College buildiugj is strictly prohibited. 

6. The Faculty may have access, at all times, to the rooms of the 
students. 

7. Studenls shall not visit or call at each other’s rooms during 
study hours, nor after 9£ o’clock at night. 

8. Gentlemen and ladies are prohibited from visiting or receiving 
calls from those of the other sex, without permission of the President 
or Preceptress; and iu no case will such visits or calls be allowed in 
the private rooms of the College building. 

9. Ladies boarding in the College will not be allowed to visit the 
city unless accompraied by a member of the Faculty. 

10. Students shall neither read nor speak a composition in public 
which has not been criticised by a member of the hacuity. 

11. Students are required to attend the public examinations, and 
all exercises connected with the Institution, unless excused by the 
President. 
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12. Students leaving without permission before the close of any 
term, or without settling their bills, will be announced at the close of 
the term as suspended and marked in the catalogue as delinquents. 

13. Punctuality in all duties will be insi&ted upon, and for any 
and every delinquency on the part of the student a reason must be 
promptly rendered. 

14. Merit in scholarship, and delinquency in duties, will be recorded 
and read publicly at the close of each term. 

15. In case of willful disobedience, or habitual delinquency, any 
student may be suspended or dismissed from the privileges of the In¬ 
stitution by the President, the Faculty concurring, and, with the ad¬ 
vice and concurrence of the Board of Trustees, may be expelled. 

16. Any temporary regulations, for the government of the school, 
that the Faculty may see fit to adopt, shall be equally binding with 
these regulations. 

No person need apply for admission that cannot or will not 
keep the above regulations.

June, 21, 1871, there was a meeting of the Alumni in the College Chapel. 
Quite a number were present, and signified their earnest sympathy and co¬ 
operation. 

ARTICLE I. 

Sec. 1. This Association shall be known as the “Alumni Association ” of 
Fort Wayne College. 

Sec. 2. The officers of the Association shall be elected at the Business 
Meeting on Commencement week of each year, for the ensuing year, and 
shall consist of a President, Vice President and Secretary. 

Sec. 3. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association. 

Sec. 4. The Vice President shall perform all duties of the President, in the 
absence of that officer. 

Sec 5. The Secretary shall attend to all correspondence, and keep all 
records and papers of the Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

The officers shall constitute an Executive Committee, which shall, in the 
interval of the Anniversaries, attend to the execution of all business of the 
Association. 
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ARTICLE III. 

Sec. 1. Each Anniversary shall be celebrated: 1st. publicly, by Oration, 
Poem, and History ; 2ndly, by a Social Entertainment consisting of literary 
exercises and refreshments; 3dly, by a Business Meeting. 

Sec. *2. This Constitution may be amended by a majority of the members 
present at the Annual Business Meeting. 

After the election of officers as above, it was agreed, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Constitution, to celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary, 
commencement week of 1872. The Executive Committee has arranged the 
following programme for Wednesday, June 19th, at 3 P. M. A public Anni¬ 
versary, at the College Hall, to consist of: 

1st. Oration, Homer C. Hartman, Class of 1858. 

2nd. Report of Historian, Jennie E. Morgan, Class of 1854. 

3d. Poem, Poet Laureate. 

On the following morning, at 8 o’clock, the Association will hold its An¬ 
nual Business Meeting in the Parlor, for election, and the maturing of 
arrangements for the next Anniversary. 

It is earnestly urged that every member of the Alumni Association be 
present at the June Anniversary. Your Alma Mater has again started with 
unusual prosperity, and will, no doubt, execute its noble mission. Ad¬ 
ditional members are now being added to our ranks, which will enhance 
our pride in the continued excellence of the institution which hon¬ 
ored us. We trust its future may be blest even more abundantly than its 
past. 

Of the fifty-two of our number, nine ‘‘Rest from labor,” having entered 
into life, there to learn, and graduate in the school of God’s love. One, the 
noble James R. Smith, Class of *57, died for his country in the battle of Pea 
Ridge. Of the forty-three who survive, Thirty-four have companions of 
destiny, sharing life’s cup. Providence has called them into distant fields 
where the harvest of life is white. From the Atlantic to the Pacific, in at 
least nine States and Territories, our numbers have joined in the ranks of 
earnest workers. 

Let us bo true to the pure instructions of Fort Wayne College, and thus 
invite into our ranks tlie younger brothers and sisters who now with holy 
zeal thirst for knowledge. 
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
